OPEN CHARGE OF BRIBERY. 


There is a. queer mix-up in the New York senate at Albany where 


Senator Conger bluntly charges that he .saw Senator Allds given a bribe of 
$1000 to influence his action as a legislator. 


Senator Conger will be fortunate if he succeeds in proving the charge, 


be it ever so true. The senator accused will doubtless swear he never 
received the bribe; the man supposed to have given the bribe will also swear 
that he did not give it. There will then be two witnesses to prove that 
Conger does not. know what he is'talking about. -Unless there be some 
documentary proof, such as a record of the transaction on the books of 
the concern that paid the money or in some bank, if the money was paid by 
check, we surmise Senator Conger will fail to prove his.charge. 


It is difficult to prove bribery where thc parties to the transaction will 


swear falsely ihal, they are innocent of the charrre. Unfortunately for those 
who try. (u convict corrupt officials, the men who pay them the money for 
protection or as bribes will deny all knowledge of the transaction, because 
Jf they admitted their guilt fliey would be liable to go to jail as well as the 
receivers of the bribe. This is a case in which thc law usually defeats 
its purpose.

At a meeting of the board of health

With broken ice. Instead of going to 
school he went up the river to a point 
almost up to Tyngs Island. Here he 
found a great wall of -ice. gathered 
which after a time broke with a re- 
sounding crash, which was followed by 
a most awe-inspiring stream 
of Ice 


down the river, making a

roar as it rushed along. Believing that 
the Pawtucket bridge would bo carried 
away he ran all the way back to the 
falls. He found the bridge still stand-

acted upon. The board of directors of 
the corporation has recommended the 
increase in order that additions to the 
plant,. some that aro 
underway and 


some that are contemplated 
may be 
taken care of. 


It lias be«n stated, but not officially, 


that the cost of new buildings and ma- 
chinery to be built and Installed will 
exceed Jl.000,000. In fact 
the 
work 


that is now underway will cost at' least 
half of that amount. 


At the meeting of the stockholders 


the conditions and terms under which 
the new stock is to be Issued will be 
announced and not until then will any- 
thing definite be known as to the com- 
pany's plans. None of those in author- 
ity in the company will give any defin- 
ite outline of the recommendations of 
the directors concerning the plans for 
expending the money, but H is stated 
that it will be for new mills and new 
machinery and that the money will be 
spent in Lowell. .That will help some. 
New mills will mean an increasa in tha 
number of operatives.

agencies the extent of the floods has 
been reduced. 
For instance, in 1871, 


when the Pawtucket bridge was rebuilt

At the last meeting of the board an 


application for an undertaker's license 
signed by Michael J. Calnan was rend 
and was put over to this meeting. Mr. 
Calnan appeared before the board yes- 
terday and the board voted to grant 
him a. license. 


At a previous meeting Peter Courem- 


bus was before the board on a com- 
plaint by Inspector Connors, charging 
him with 'doing plumbing without a li- 
cense. Courembus said he only figured 
on the work and that it was done by 
Edward H. Burgess. Mr. Burgess ap- 
peared before the board yesterday and 
declared that he did not do the work, 
:md did not know anything about 
it. 


Questioned by Mr. Murphy, Mr. Bur- 
gess said that Courembus' asked him to 
go before the board and say that he did 
the work. 


On motion o£ Mr. Murphy 
if was 


voted to instruct Agent Bates to make 
formal complaint to tho court and to 
summon certain witnesses who allege 
to have seen Courembus at work on the 
job in question and who talked with 
him and others concerning It. The job 
in question was done at 585 Market 
street. 


A baker, who was ordered to make
